MELLON BANS 
RUSSIAN GOLD

PAINESVILLE, O., March 8.—Medi­ 
cal science is puzzled by the remark­ 
able case of Helen L. Buschmann. 39- 
year old college student of 21 Pearl 
street, Westfield, Mass., who has been 
lying unconscious in lak e County Me­ 
morial hospital in Painesville for 53 
days. 
She lapsed into an unconscious 
state on January 35 when she was 
struck by an automobile bus and Im­ 
mediately removed to the hospital. 
Since that day she has not spoken a 
word and has not moved, except for 
occasional 
nervous 
gestures 
over 
which her mind has no control. 
"It is one of the most amazing case* 


in the history of medical science,” Dr. 
V. N. Marsh, of Painesville, the at­ 
tending physician, said today. 
“She 
is in no immediate danger of death. 
She can go on living in this uncon­ 
scious state indefinitely—even as long 
as a year, perhaps five years. As far 
as I know the case has set a record 
for the length of time a person has re­ 
mained unconscious." 
Mother art Bedside. 
At the girl’s bedside, day after day, 
sits her mother, Mrs. Emma Busoh- 
mann, who rushed to Painesville from 
Massachusetts, when she learned that 
her daughter had been injured. 
The 
mother declined to comment npon ber 
daughter's strange case. 


When the girl, who as a student at 
the Lake Erie co lleg e here, was struck 
by the bus her skull was fractured 
and Dr. Claude Beck of cleveland, one 
of the country’s leading surgeons, was 
called Into the case. 
He successfully 
removed a piece of bone that had been 
pressing down on the brain. The girl 
failed to revive, however. 
“Her brain cells are scrambled,” Dr. 
Marsh said. “The shock of the blow 
shattered and separated the multitude 
aI tiny connections that make up the 
brain cells. The entire surface of the 
brain was injured. It is Just as if the 
wires In a complicated switchboard 
bad been suddenly ripped apart. It is

By far and large, the East Liverpool district should 
have a fund from which quotas for relief or welfare 
purposes should Le paid. 
Benefiting under such a plan 
would be the Young Men’s Christian association, Salva­ 
tion Army. Red Cross, veterans' organizations and other 
agencies which at frequent Intervals appeal for public 
■upport. 
The community chest has proved a success In small 
cities as well aa large centers, and there is no reason 
why It should not work in East Liverpool, thus saving 
tho time of solicitors and giving every perron a chance 
to bear his share of the burdon. 


Politics And Crime 


Scarcely a day passes that there is not some develop­ 
ment to establish the fact that crime has reached the 
atage It has because of the inefficiency of the police 
authorities, the inefficiency of court machinery and the 
failure of city authorities and the courts to handle 
crime and criminals as they should as the result of the 
Influence of politics. 
When the criminal gets his Just 
deserts, it is through the honesty and efficiency of police 
authorities aud court methods, despite the influence of 
politics. 
The National Crime commission made public this week 
the findings of a sub-committee of which former Gov. 
Frank O. Lowden of Illinois is chairman, which Included 
figures to show the ratio of arrests to crimes committed 
and the ratio of convictions to arrests. 
It may be said that the statistics of murder and man­ 
slaughter in England show that 82 is the percentage of 
arrests to crimes for both offenses. Let us compare tho 
record of a number of American cities with this English 
record, offering both our best and most horrible ex­ 
amples of our city campaigns against crime. 
The report says In effect, that the city of the United 
States In which the police are most effh ient in dealing 
with killings is Cleveland, where tile percentage Is 38. 
Baltimore bas a percentage of 63, Kansas City, Mo , 36, 
and St. Louis 16. 
In robbery cases Hie ratio of arrests 
to crimes drops sharply, with Cleveland at the top of the 
list with 49 per Cent, and Buffalo at the bottom with 3 
per cent. 
“Robbery in Buffalo,” the report says, “must be a, 
particularly lucrative calling. 
As arrests are made in 
only 3 per cent of the cases, the number who are finally 
convicted Is necessarily so small that the luckless indi­ 
vidual who is occasionally caught and convicted must 
attribute bls misfortune to an act of God, as he would 
in case of a disastrous storm, shipwreck or earthquake.” 
Failure in the court to convict in many cases is luid 
to two causes—neglect on the part of the police to ob­ 
tain evidence, and the inefficiency of court machinery. 
The criminal, the commission holds, has no fewer than 
nine chances of evading imprisonment. 
, "Science has as yet gained little foothold in the work 
of protecting society from crime,” the report concludes. 
Isn't it about time for the American people to begin 
to protect themselves by protecting law enforcement of­ 
ficials from the evil influences of politics which cling 
about the necks of so many of them like the “Old Man 
of the Sea?”

Experience is to the contrary. 
Re- i 
cently, however, a New York department store, found J 
Itself in a difficult, situation In tho matter of keeping 
its cash carrier girls. The constant rattle and crash of ( 
the carriers were too much for the girls’ ears and nerves , 
and after T short, (line on the job they would se# k other 
places. 
This meant a labor turnover that was bad for the car* j 
rJer service, making It more costly and less efficient, 
and the manager was hard put to it to know what. to do 
about It. 
Finally the idea of trying hard of hearing 
girls on thoso jobs was suggested to him. 
The resub 
was most satisfactory. 
The noise of th** carriers did 
not bother those girls in the least, and they were able 
to concentrate on their work of making change without 
any nervous tension. 
Thus another occupation ha- been added to the num­ 
ber which the deafened can fill satisfactorily, says the 
American Federation of Organizations For the Hard of 
Hearing in calling attention to tho rase, and it is an 
other instance of the good work of hard of hearing chih* 
all over the country that are endeavoring to solve th* 
biggest problem of deafness -that of employment. 
There are numerous jobs which the deafened haw 
filled and are filling satisfactorily. Among them are of 
flee work which requires copying typing and no steno­ 
graphy; millinery, 
dressmaking, 
home 
canning, and 
housework; retouching; mechanical work for denlstry; 
scientific drafting; farming and nursery gardening; por 
trait taking, especially of children; dairy farming; story 
telling for children; lecturing on current events: lhiotyp 
lug, proof reading, and press clipping; fur cutting; par 
quet floor laying; lithographing; clerical work in de­ 
partment stores; pattern making; credit reporting, aud 
bonding. 
Many small business 
establishments, 
such as tea 
rooms, gift shops, stationery stores, news stands, beauty 
parlors, and flower stores, have been started by deaf­ 
ened men or women and have met with measurable sue 
cess. 
Employment secretaries say that it. Is much more dif­ 
ficult to find suitable work for the well educated and 
well trained persons who are hard of hearing than it is 
for the uneducated, for brawn can work with deafened 
ears much easier than brain can. 
Indeed, a man may 
grow old in any number of mechanical tasks, with in­ 
creasing deafness causing him practically no Inconven­ 
ience at all. The brain and trained workers usually must 
face a change of work, and it is a trying thing to advise 
a person to give up an occupation of years ami start 
all over again. 
It has been proved, also that some deafened people, 
either because of superior skill and personality, or be­ 
cause of favorable working conditions, can and do make 
good in vocations which would seem impossible for 
them. Hence it Is regarded as unwise to class any speci­ 
fied occupation as absolutely closed to the deafened. 
There may always be exceptional cases. 
The hard of hearing leagues have both vocational 
counsellors and placement workers. 
The counsellor has 
persuaded vocational schools to accept deafened persons 
for training and he advises the deafened to work toward 
the highest possible skill in a chosen occupation and to 
avoid seasonal occupations, with the frequent job hunt­ 
ing seasonal work necessitates. 
Getting the Job is the biggest, feature of the employ­ 
ment service, It Is stated. 
It Is accomplished partly 
through applicants already 
carefully placed, 
through 
talks before merchants’ associations and men's clubs, 
and through solicitations by mail and by personal visits.

The 
Kennel club says if the bill becomes a law, then there 
also will have to be a law enacted preventing the dock­ 
ing of tails, on either horses or dogs. or tho plucking 
of whiskers on a horse. 
We plead complete ignorance insofar as the merits of 
this controversy are concerned. But it is a merry fight 
and worth watching. Dog fanciers assart, the popularity 
at certain kinds of do^n will immediately wane if it be­ 
comes a crime to cron their e'*rs. 
Humane Society of­ 
ficers sav the popularity of these animals, as show 
<|o*t, will increase lf they are compelled to be shown 
with ears Intact 
Personally, we would like to see dogs with all their 
ear*, rather than dogs with their ears cropped close to 
the head. It Is a fact that crooning the ears is painful 
ft>r the reason that It Is not done until the ear muscles 
have grown and are more or !«ss set. Tn docking a dog’s 
tail, or a horse’s tail, that is done when thev are small 
aud when there are no muscles to react against the 
Sui ft.

Many are 
pouting at Mayor Walker, who stirred 
them tip with a shaft of sarcasm 
when he was over here. 
It is noticeable they are to be found 
where Americans gather, and 
have 
little to do with the French, or it 
may be the other way round. 
Most 
of them have incomes not sufficient 
to live without work in America, hut 
ample enough to maintain a remote 
villa with servants here. 
Servants 
average from $12 to $16 a month. 
Their life is made up largely of 
attending 
American 
movies 
and 
watching European editions of Amer­ 
ican newspapers for arrivals of home 
folk to drop around to tell them of 
their easy-going existence. “Look at 
the 
crowd 
of 
yokel countrymen 
around the American Express,” said 
one, “and you don’t feel so patriotic." 
He did not get the bust in the Jaw 
he. deserved. 
The unvarnished truth Is the com­ 
mon run of expatriates were failures 
in their own country. 
Success does 
not mean so much here. Idleness has 
a glamour that we do not know, and 
that — if you ask me — is one reason 
why the country has been so long 
recovering its 
prosperity. 
Old-fash­ 
ioned elbow grease would do wonders. 
There is, of course, the rich set. of 
expatriates, chiefly cast-off wives of 
rich men and remittance boys. 
They 
will be found every Sunday evening 
at the dinner-dance of the 
Ritz, en­ 
tertaining broken-down and cadging 
members of a bankrupt nobility, and 
otherwise showing off. 
They bombard society editors with 
every 
scrap of 
information 
about 
their social lives, and the Rame jeal­ 
ousies exist that, predominate the 
world over where people give over 
their lives entirely to the social splash. 
The real aristocracy of France regards 
them with a sly wink. 
The exnatriates are not to be con­ 
fused with 
innumerable 
high-class 
Americans who are foreign represen­ 
tatives of important establishments 


and such. Living abroad is a part of 
their job, and they give Europe a 
creditable idea of the value of indus­ 
try and energy. 


Paris Is shortly to install the auto­ 
matic dial system for telephones. Even 
then I’ll bet they don’t work. 


Early this morning I went over to 
the Left Bank to prowl among the 
book stalls along the qual. The stalls 
are comparable to wooden bins, and 
are placed against the stone parapets. 
The old booksellers are huddled up 
on their stools — like so many crows 
on a limb. One may stand and read 
their volumes by the hour without, a 
protest. If you buy, they are grate­ 
ful, but they give the job a venera­ 
tion beyond mere baiter, and 
ex­ 
change. Most of the volumes are 
seared old paper-backed copies of the 
classics, and you will find the ma­ 
jority of the sellers reading all day 
long. 


War widows of France with their 
black bonnets piped in white are still 
plentiful on lite streets.

blend with their sombre 
costumes. They have a nun-like man­ 
ner, looking neither to the right nor 
left as they move along.
